was going in the evening: -Fortunately, however, their inten- 
tion got winds and the’ Duke, on being informed of it, relin- 
quished his intention of going, and thus for the present the 
matter has terminated, .

FORSTER’S BRITISH GALLERY OF ENGRAVINGS. 


As there are fifty-two Prints in this work, and many of 
them by some of our best Engravers, living and deceased, 
our remarks must necessarily be general, relating to their 
prominent beauties and defects, and a brief consideration 
of the principles upon whith they are founded. In ex- 
teguation of the defects, it is fair to premise that they have 
chiefly been performed from copies, which is almost the 
same with regard to Engravings, as translations from a 
translation are to literary works. We are, however, 
assured in the Introduction, that “ some of the best Artists 
were engaged at a considerable expense to make oil copies 
from the original Pictures,’ which can scarcely be doubted, 
as there are perbaps as few indifferent Engravings as could 
be expected, where there was so large a demand for a 
species of Art like Engraving, in which high talent has 
been found to be almost as rare as in Painting. But 
some of them would have been better, had Mr. Forster 
not shewo much of that want of skill in the choice of 
the Engravers for the particular subjects, that be has in bis 
descriptions. ‘Thus every one knows that Cuyp is among 
the «most ‘transparent and brilliant of colourists. Who 
besides himself then would have thought of selecting Mr. 
Fittrer to translate that Artist upon copper, when Mr. 
Fittier works ‘with so close and, in many respects, so 
muzzy a, line, as to render this beauty less faithfully than 
any other Line Engraver, and frequently to annihilate 
clearness... He has done so in the buildings and figures in 
the Canal of Dort, by Cuyp, and what is worse, in the 
water, which looks more like wool than water, especially 
in the dark reflections from the boats. It looks as if dis- 
coloured with mud.

DINNER TO THE KING. 


Ata Court of Common Council on Tuesday, the Report of the 
Coronation Committee was read, which stated, that though it 
was not customary for the City to present an Address on the 
Coronation of the Sovereign, it was usual to invite his Majesty 
to dinner on the next ensuing Lord Mayor’s Day :—which the 
Committee accordingly. recommended to be done.—Some ob- 
servations were made; and Mr. Orpwam remarked, that the 
Citizens * need not hesitate one moment through the dread of 
expense. There was no sacrifiee (added this very loyal Com- 
mon-Councilman) which the Corporation ought not to make on 
this grand occasion, which served to strengthen the union be- 
tween the King and his people. Although they might not 
receive him with all the effervescence which had marked his 
reception in the sister kingdom, yet they would receive him with

INQUEST ON RICHARD HONEY.

Géorge Gunn, a journeyman tailor, was the first witness exa~

The legs were burnt off, 
and, excepting a part near the abdomen, over which a beam had 
rested, the whole body was burnt to a mere cinder. One of ‘the 
Jurors stated, that there were now under the ruins four persons, 
a Mr. Barnet and his child, and a Mrs. Pole and her daoyhter. 
There were fifteen families burnt out, and all an roperty 
destroyed; but he was happy to state, that nearly as beén 
subscribed towards relieving the unfortunate Lemeue —The 
Jury returned a verdict of—Accidentally burnt to death. 
Besides the above dreadful’ fires, there has been an equally 
afflicting one in Fdinburgh. On Sanday night an alarming fire 
broke out in a house in the Cowgate, and in a short time the whole 
tenement was ina blaze. On the first alarm the engines te- 
paired to the spot, butall their efforts were unavailing. The whole 
fenement is one mass of ruins, and having been inhabited by a 
number of poor families, they have nearly lost ‘the w#liole of 
their furnitare. The fire breaking out when the people were in 
their beds, it had attained so great a height before those in the 
wpper stories could be apprised of it, that one family in the 
fourth flat were cut off from all retreat. In this sad alternative, 
with the flames rapidly increasing around them, they adopted 
the resolution of leaping into the street; and the mother, 
evidently in a fit of frenzy, dropped one child, which, falling 
on the pavement Was so dreadfully bruised, that it died while 
carrying to the lafirmary ; unconscious of its fate, she herself 
leaped from the window, fr was also so mach bruised, that 
she has since died in the Infirmary. ' A'boy about ten years of 
age in attempting to escape from one of’ the tipper stories, fell 
and was killed, and a child wag taken” out dead from a house, 
where it is supposed to bave been ‘suffocated. A man was also 
seriously but not dangeously hurt. We have heard the melan- 
choly occurrence attriboted to séme persons, who were celebrat- 
ing a christening, one of whom, in the most improper manner, 
threw a glass of spirits in the fire, which set the room ina blaze 
and communicated to the rest of the house.—Edinburgh Courant.
